London, Nov. 14.—The arrival of Premier Kerensky in Petro- 
grad, accompanied by troope, is reported by the Russian legation at 
Stockholm, according to an Exchange Telegraph dispatch from Co¬ 
penhagen. M. Kerensky is said to have defeated the Bolsheviki. 


London, Nov. 14.—Mr. Lloyd George explained to the House of 
Commons to day that the Inter-Allied Council, the establishment of 
whicji was arranged for at the recent conference of British, French 
and Italian representatives, would have no executive powers. He said 
final decision in regard to matters of strategy and the distribution 
and movement ef armies would rest with the several Governments of 
the Allies. 

The new Council, Mr. Lloyd George said, would be charged with 
the duty of surveying continuously the field of operations as a whole 
in the light of information derived from all the Governments and 
Staffs, and also of co-ordinating plans ayi making plans of its own 
if necessary for the better conduct of the war.

It was learned to-day that a bureau 
is to be formed t«* (cam** a plan for 
din.mating non-essential business with 
the least disturbance to the country’s 
commerce and finance. Through Its 
control over transportation und the 
supply and distribution of coal, the 
Government cun stop the operation of 
nny business and already has made a 
start by checking the use of coal for j 
electric display advertising. 

Coni consumption is outstripping pro¬ 
duction and the supplies of steel and 
other raw materials will not be suffi¬ 
cient for war purpose* if manufacturers 
of non-essentials are permitted to draw 
all the materials they require. There¬ 
fore. the purpose Is to get curtailment 
under way before nny more shortage 
of materials are felt. 

The new bureau Will be charge,! par¬ 
ticularly with seeing the Government 
agencies seeking to arcompllsh the 
same things work In the same direc¬ 
tion to prevent confusion and hard¬ 
ships.

Let us see how this regulation would 
have worked out In respect of the 
William Davies Company if it had t>eeh 
in force duri '14 the last two years. In 
1016 the profit of this company was 
$1,039,472. The capital investment is 
placed at $1,500,000, and on this, there¬ 
fore, the profit was over 100 per cAht. 
In that year. The company would have 
been allowed $105,000 as its 7 per cent, 
and $ 00,000 as its half of the profit be¬ 
tween 7 per cent, and IS per cent., its 
total profit therefore being f 165.000, or 
11 per cent, on its capital—quite a 
iexpectable Increment. Tho remaining 
$1,414,472 would have gone to the Gov¬ 
ernment. and this with the $ 00,000 of 
the profit between 7 per cent; and 15 
per cent, would have meant a total' 
revenue of $1,474,472 for the state 
from this Source In 1916. The 
Governments share for 1017 wouM 
have been much greater as the com¬ 
pany's profit for that period was 
$1,827,494. 

Oujt ^Ottawa dispatch ••tithntrg The 
Government's plan does not say 
whether it will be retroactive or not. 
but there la. no reason why it should 
aot be. The enormous profit concern¬ 
ing which Sir Joseph said he. had no 
qualms of conscience waa a war profit. 
The fact that a part of It waa contri¬ 
buted by the Canadian publio through 
the channels of ordinary business does 
not make It leas deserving of this 


definition, because it was the privileged 
position of the company in regard to 
Imperial war orders which gave it so 
complete a command of .Aha. whole

PAINLEVE CABINET RESIGNS. 

Political crises have less national 
significance in France than they have 
in the United Kingdom. They are al¬ 
most solely affairs of the two Houses 
in Paris and seldom reflect the con¬ 
dition of French public opinion which 
accepts th*-ro as matters of course. The 
life of the average French cabinet is al¬ 
ways of hair-trigger uncertainty, be¬ 
ing highly sensitive to the currents and 
cross-currents which develop in Par¬ 
liament when any important subject 
crops up or any sensational revelation 
has to be made. Under the French j 
political system the resignation of a 
ministry does not involve a general 
election. If it did there would be fewer 
resignations and more rigidity in the 
support it received. The terfh of the 
"Chamber of Deputies is fixed by lAw 
^t four years. The tenure of a Sen¬ 
ator is nine years, one-third retiring 
every three years. Only tho Presi¬ 
dent can dissolve Parliament before Its 
term haa expired. Hence political 
crises in France are localised to the 
imposing edifice on the Heine which 
houses the two legislative bran* lies. In 
fhe United Kingdom, on the other 
hand, the resignation of a htiuistry 
means a general election, and the agi¬ 
tation 'becomes nation-wide. The 
French governmental system generally 
represents a compromise between those 
of the United Kingdom and the United 
States. 

The Painlcvc ministry lias Just re¬ 
signed for the second time in a few 
months. Its first retirement, was due 
to the M.ilvy chnrges and counter* 

• hurges, while the objection to M. 
Kiiwt was also a considerable factor. 
The opposition' to Rihot was based 
upon his action following a "whisper” 
from Germany that she would be pre¬ 
pared to surrender Altace-Lorralne if 
France would permit her to recom¬ 
pense herself at Russia's expense.’ 
KU>ot. of course rejected the overture, 
but while »mloi^*l|y the French Par¬ 
liament would have sup|H>rted his ac¬ 
tion Its anger was aruused by the 
Government's failure to disclose the 
matter to it for discussion. Evidently 
the present resignation of the Painleve 
Government is attributable to similar 
cross - purposes. The Premier object* 
to the discussion of interior scAndals 
such as the Malvy affair, the alleged 
Royalist plot *ngInhered by Leon Dati- 
det and other subjects in the Cham¬ 
ber and the number*, therefore, have 
passed a vote of want of confidence 
in his administration. 

ECONOMIC RUSSIA. 

Russia's difficulties have more than a 
military bearing upon the world out-i 
look.' Indeed, their relation to the 
economic situation Is more vital than 
any other phase. It Is this aspect 
which Is uppermost in the German 
mind at the present moment. Will 
Russia recompense Germany for the 
lo*a of commercial standing In the 
other parts of the world? Will her 
enormous resources I* harnessed to 
the Orman Industrial car, thereby 
furnishing Germany with much 
of the raw muter in! for which 
in the past she has bean de¬ 
pendent upon other sources? This 
would follow a separate peace 
under conditions which would place 
tl Muscovite nation in commercial 
bondage ' her present foe. It would 
not follow if Russia remained In the 
war to the end as Kerensky promised 
she would. 

What are the resources over 
which Berlin Is smacking Its Ups? I>r. 
Sw*anson, In the lust Issue of The 
Montreal Journal of Commerce gives 
us n clear idea of them. First of all. 
he points out. are the physical factors 
operating In Russia's economic life. 
Fhe has a population of l$o,000,UQQ. In¬ 
habiting a country so vast In extent 
as to bo almost a continent in Itself. 
Tho country also embraces almost all 
climates, from the Iroxen regions of the 
north to tin; sub-tropical, plains of the 
south. lu the fnr north are great bar¬ 
ren tundrns. devoid of vegetation and 
utmost equally so of human and ani¬ 
mal life. Just south'of these tundras 
are dense forests of coniferous trees, 
shudlng again Into wide expanses of 
forest land further south covered with 
a deciduous growth. The.se are the 
most valuable forests In Europe, If not 
in the world. About 40 per cent, of the 
country is covered with a heavy forest 
growth, of which two-thliMs belong to 
the Slate. Notwithstanding tho ex¬ 
tensive foreign trade In timber, of all 
varitles, carried on by Russia, Its 
| forest wealth, taken as a whole, re¬ 
mains undeveloped. 

Next to the United States Russia Is 
the greutest producer of petroleum, the 
wells being found at Baku on, Utf- 
Casptan Sea. These wells yield a large 
output, although the oil-bearing terri- 
tcry is circumscribed, covering only a 
comparatively small area. Russia has 
other great mineral resources, for the 
most part undeveloped. In Poland, 
cojri and Iron, lie side by side, as also 
in tho Don Valley, giving rise to a 
'considerable Industry. In the former 
territory. As is well known. Russia 
produces nine-tenths of ths world’s 


output of platinum, which goes for 
manufacture and sale to Paris and 
London., • 

Itnssia'savaa 1 th, however, consists in 
th<5 main of agriculture lands und re¬ 
sources. It is a wonderfully fertile 
country In the main, although there 
nr* tundras and forests In the north, 
swamp* In tho west, and salt steppes 
In the southeast. The "block country," 
extending from the Black 8 ea io the 
Caspian, Is reckoned the richest agri- 
«ultural plain In tho world. The coun¬ 
try produces oats, rye and barley In 
the north; wheat In the centre and 
south; and grapes and fruits of ell 
kinds, including the citrus, as well os 
rice. In the far south. As Is well 
kr-'wn. the bread of tho people Is made 
of rye; and it is not surprising, there¬ 
fore, to find that the output of rye 
surpasses that of wheat, Russia's great 
export crop. In Poland and in the 
black bolt of the south more than 1 , 000 ,- 
000 acres of land are given over to the 
production of sugar bee fa Hemp and 
flax arc grown In Poland and along 
ilje Baltic; and of these crops Russia 
raises the largest amounts In the 
world. Within the last decode. In par- 
| ticulur, the Umpire has made great 
progress In swine und rattle-raising. 
As many of our readers nr?* 
aware, British capital has l*een 
heavily invested In.* the three 
central Russian ^Provinces, In 
which the stock Industry has attained 
great proportions. In truth, Russia 
seems destined to wrest supremacy 
from the United States so far as the 
packing Industry is concerned. Ger¬ 
many would be very willing to make 
long ***>ncess|.»ns to tho Western Allies 
If bjf doing so she could Throw her 
hooks into Russia. 

STILL OBSCURE. 

This morning's reports from Russia ! 
assuredly do not confirm the version 
of the Fctrograd situation given out 
by* the Holsheviki leaders yealeMay. 
Indeed, from several sources comes the 
announcement that^the extremists ore 
being-overthrown and that Kerensky, 
Kurniloff and Kaledlucs the "K" 
triumvirate—are almost in complete 
command of the situation. The Fin¬ 
nish Telegram Bureau states definitely 
that Kerensky has entered Petrogrnd 
at the hiad of'his troops and that the 
lt4l*hevikl noW hold only a small por¬ 
tion of the capital. xA similar report 
lias been given out by the Russian 
legation at Ktockholm. while assertions 
to the same effect have been received 
from other Scandinavian sources. Up 
to thj* time the Bolshevikl have been 
silent* following their grandiloquent 
wireleks announcement yesterday for 
the benefit of the Russian army on the 
various fronts. 

One of the reports from the Finnish 
Telegram Bureau is very circumstan¬ 
tial. It says Moscow la the head¬ 
quarters of the Provisional Govern¬ 
ment ami that orders issued from there 
have appeared In the Petrograd and 
Helsingfors newspaper*. These reports 
announce that the Bolshevik! are near¬ 
ing downfall. General Ruledines, the 
leader of the Cossacks, is said to be the 
virtual dictator of Southern Russia. 
Provisional Government orders' from 
Moscow, as published In the press, are 
signed by Kerensky, Korn lloff and 
ICalcdlne*. Up to noon to-day nothing 
had been received by the Russian lega¬ 
tion in London or Washington cor- ; 
roborating the version of Finnish 
Telegram Bureau or the Stockholm 
announcements. The failure of the 
Bolshevik 1 leaders to issue one of their 
flanihuoyanl bulletins la significant; 
but, then, so is the absence of any 
direct news from the other side. 

The world knows very little of what 
is actually happening ut Petrograd and 
vicinity but one thing it knows well. 
That Is the fact that somewhere In that 
district a tremendous Bar Is working 
overtime. Everybody outside of tlie 
Central Empires will fervently hope 
that this Individual is devoting his 
talents to the cause of the Maximalists 
and that his fine Roman hand drew up 
the wireless communication issued In 
the name of Mauravieff yesterday.

TEUTONIC LOGIC, 
tBuffalo Commercial.) 

At tho time of the destruction of 
Louvain by the German troops in 
August, 1914, Mr. Glbonn, first secre¬ 
tary of the American legation In Brus¬ 
sels, in company with some other 
diplomatic officials, was conducted 
shout Louvain by a German otfl.vr. 

"Just to s-e what would happen," 
says Mr. Gibson, "I inquired about 
the provision of The Hague Conven¬ 
tions proscribing that no collective 
lieaalty can lie imposed for lawless 
acts of individuals. He (the German 
officer) dismissed that to his own sat¬ 
isfaction by remarking: 

" 'All Belgians are dogs and nil would

"1 agreed with him when he remark¬ 
ed that people would ••ome here for 
generations to see what Germany has 
done—but ho did not oeem to follow 
my line of thought."

| autocracy happens to have succeeded, 
others have fizxl**d. What concerns u* 

! vitally is the fact that any autocracy 
nnvwhere. may at any moment become 
predatory, a menace to its subjects 
and x terror to the work! at large.

Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, Nov. 12.—Via Rome and London, 
Nov. 14.—(By the Associated Proas).—A 
section of Italian armored ears, each 
of which mounts three quick-firer* in 
turrets, is Just back from one of the 
moat thrilling experiences of the wnr. 

The duty to which these cars were 
assigned was to hold the bridge* from 
the Taglinmcnto to the Piave Rivers 
until tho cavalry rearguards had J 
pasted across, and th« n tor tnjrn the 
bridges behind themr The commander 
and a number of h!s men were aeon by 
the writer at their camp, where they 
recounted their experiences as though 
they wen* everyday occurrences. 

Huge cars resembling tanks stood 
about the ramp, showing the scars re¬ 
ceived Unha recent ordeal. They have 
heavily-armored bodies. There Is a 
steel door, and for observation pur¬ 
poses two small openings are provided. 
The two turret* above revolve, the up¬ 
per one having^one quick-firer, the low¬ 
er two. 

Lost Only One. 

The order* were to "hold to the 
death” the bridal's nt Bacile, Potccnigu. 
Renta Lucia and San Giovanni until 
tho Heraenglleri and cavalry had 
crossed. That they succeeded is shown 
by the fact that nil the r»*argunnt* 
nvvde their way over the bridges, that ! 
all the bridges were burned and that j 
the. section returned b ating only one 
damaged machine with the enemy, al¬ 
though eighteen of the forty cars were 
in such crippled condition that ft wa^ 
necessary to abandon them after tht 
bridges had been burned. 

The machine* were divided, ten kind 
stationed at each of the four bridge¬ 
heads. After seeing their own rear- 
guerds safety across, they awaited the 
approach of the enemy advanc* 
guard*, even staying In some cwuw un¬ 
til the car* were surrounded by hostile 
patrols, which were then mogjed down 
by the batteries of quick-firer*. 
Captured Car. 

At the Han Giovanni bridge one <ar 
took Its station during thn night mid¬ 
way acrtMts tho bridge. Early tn the 
morning It was ordered to surrender 
by a German smr which bore the Im¬ 
perial crest nnd carried a German 
captain and two lieutenant*. Instead 
of !turrendering, twu Italian captains 
and four gunner* suddenly opened 
their steel door und sprang out with 
carbine*. The German captain and 
one lieutenant were killed. The other 
lieutenant and the German car were 
raptured and brought hark. 

At the Facile bridge the car* had 
orders to hold for three hours, but 
they held for 22 houre. 

At Hanta lamia the commander or¬ 
dered one of his machine* to advance 
against an enemy patrol which was 
dangerously near. The car was rurhed 
forward, sweeping the enemy from it* 
double-turret*, but when this mission 
was accomplished and the car was 
turned ba* k it was found that the 
bridge waa on lire. The only way was 
to croe* the burning bridge. The car 
waa steered straight over the amokiiu; 
structure while the burning planka 
creaked under its huge weight. It 
crossed safely and ia one of tlie cars 
brought back. 

30.000 Rounds. 

The ammunition of another car was 
exhausted after It had fired TO.OOO 
rounds. Each quick-firer ha* a ca¬ 
pacity of 15,000 shot*. 

The commander and hi* men are re¬ 
ceiving congratulations for the effec¬ 
tiveness of their resistance In th* face 
of the enemy and their complete Stic- 
cess in bringing the reargugnls across 
and burning the bridges behind them.

AUSTRIAN EMPEROR’S 

CLAIM UNFOUNDED 


SAYS THERE MUST BE 
UNITY OF CONTROL 


Manchester Guardian Upholds 
New Allied Council; Lon¬ 
don Times Dubious 


Amsterdam. Nov. 14.— Ao-ofdlng to 
The Koelnloche Volk* Zoitung. Em¬ 
peror Chniles of Austria, referring to 
the Austro-German alliance, declared 
that the Central Powers had bcc*n en¬ 
abled to defeat the effort* of the world 
In arms during so many months of 
war because they were united. 

"Several times during the war," 
said he, "French and British states¬ 
men offered Austria handsome com¬ 
pensation* If she would make separ¬ 
ate peace." 

The Emperor asserted that the*** ef¬ 
forts undoubtedly had had a consider¬ 
able effect on certain nationalities und 
parties In Austria-Hungary. 

But, he added, the Hapsburg and 
Hobenxollern Houses were more close¬ 
ly united than ever, and tho Venetian 
offensive offered a good lesson n* to 
what their peace policy should be.

London, Nov. 14.—In commenting on 
Mr. Lloyd George's Paris speech. The 
Manchester Guardian to-day cites the 
success of the Central Powers with 
ihfcrior forces and smaller resources 
as largely due to th*- unanimity of 
control through the military domin¬ 
ance of Germany and the enormous 
advantage which comes from the power 
thus obtained of swift and decisive 
action. 

Tbc newspaper asserts that by the 
Allies the war to date has never been 
envisaged, planned for and conducted 
a* a whole. In order to neutralize tlie 
advantage obtained by the Central 
Powers, It says: "It is obvious we must 
produce among ourselves some ap¬ 
proach at -least to the unity of i-ontrol 
which they from the fiist possessed 
and posse*! Increasingly." 

Single Control. 

After outlining the proposed scheme 
and saying that the United States, of 
course, undoubtedly will be represented 
in the Council, The Guardian • o*n- 
tinoes: 

"Of course we Khali be told—Indeed, 
we have ulieady been told -by certain 
violently partisan organs, that there 
are politicians again at work putting 
a finger in the pie and interfering with 
the soldiers, who alone have the right 
to eontrol the wnr and all that be¬ 
longs to It." 

To this criticism the newspaper says 
the only answer-that Ls to tie given is 
that It is essential there be a single 
Joint control to which the local con- 
trola on the various fronts by the 
General Bluffs and the generals of the 
different powers must, submit. It eon- 
eludes: 

"Let It at least be said plainly thut 
we have had too much of this asser¬ 
tion of soldiers against stutesmen and 
particularism of men. however gifted 
and however worthy of our gratitude, 
who see only their own front and na¬ 
turally are disposed to resent all In- 
trrfercnce with their plan* In regard 
to It." 

Liverpool Post. 

The Liverpool Post, discussing the 
possibility of General Hir William 
Robertson. Chief of the Imperial Staff 
at army headquarters, and Field-Mar¬ 
shal Ilaig resigning, says: 

"If they should feci that In the now* 
circumstances they can not usefully 
continue lit their present posts and 
should a*k to be relieved, it Is the 
resignation of the Prime Minister ra¬ 
ther than theirs which would take ef¬ 
fect, for they have the Implicit confi¬ 
dence of the country." 

l^mdon Times. 

In a review of the proposed Allied 
War Council, the military correspon¬ 
dent of The London Times says that 
the desirability for tho closest 90 - 
operation is self-evident, and already 
has been recognised by the Allies, but 
he Is not enthusiastic for the plan as 
proposed at present. Among other 
point* he contend* that the purview of 
tlie Council should embrace all of the 
front*, not only tho Western. He says 
also that the advisory committee must 
Invlude naval as well as military re¬ 
presentative*. 

The writer biaintalns that command¬ 
er* in the field will disapprove of at¬ 
tempts by the Committee to interfere 
with their plan* and he Ixdieve* that if 
their opinions regarding the Council 
could be made known they would be 
wholly unfavorable to It. He adds: 

"The suggestion that our disappoint¬ 
ments in Russia and Italy may have 
been due to fuults of ours or pould not 
have occurred If the Council and Mili¬ 
tary Committee had been In existence 
ls a grotesque travesty on truth."

Complying 
with the wishes of the British Govern¬ 
ment. the, N. Y. K. has sent war sup¬ 
plies amounting approximately to 110.- 
tww tons from Now York to Vladivos¬ 
tok between April and September of 
this year at a considerably reduced 
Freight rate. 

Second Occasion. 

This Is the second occasion that the 
N. Y. K. has decided to give more ship¬ 
ping nld. It Is reported that the total 
amount of cargo space requested by 
the United States Is about 154,000 tons. 
Tho decision of the company to place 
more cargo space at the disposal of 
the United States has resulted in 
sweeping changes being made in con¬ 
nection .with its trans*Pacific service. 

Hitherto there were 19 ship* sailing 
between Yokohama and l/mdon. On 
their outward trips these vessels have 
l>ean routed to London from Yokohama

Japan will sell 
United Stales a large

in exchange for steel ship plates the 
(Japanese are anxious to obtain to 
|( »niplete their merchant shipbuilding 
(programme. Negotiations with the 
Swedish mission were wound up sev¬ 
eral days ago. 

The amount of tonnage the United 
| Htalcs is obtaining has not l***cn made 
known, but there are In American 
porta now more than 400.000 tons of 
j neutral ships, which will la* put Into 
a*»tne American services. Many of the 
ship* will ply between American ports 
and South America, each releasing an 
American or British vessel for service 
through the war. 

In Us negotiation the United States 
dealt In a different manner with each, 
Norway. Sweden. Holland and Den¬ 
mark. A large part of Norwegian 
merchant marine. m»»et ut which is 
owned in Great Britain The Dutch In¬ 
sisted that none of their vessels to be 
(put Into service tliAt would tske them 
through the war xone. Most of the 
Dutch ship* to be turned over probably 
will transport to the United States 
wheat from Argentina and Australia 
and sugar from Java. The entire 
Dutch fleet, it is understood, event¬ 
ually will be used In transporting sup¬ 
plies to America, and carrying cargos 
from America to Holland. The Dutch 
e*timute that at least one-third of their 
fleet will be required to move food¬ 
stuffs and other American material* to 
Holland when the United States be¬ 
gins to let foodstuffs go. 

Norway and Sweden. It is said, are 
ready to stop the shipment to Germany 
of all foodstuffs supplemented by sup¬ 
plies from the United States, but Hol¬ 
land so far has declined to give aarur- 
ances as to dairy supplies. Sweden, it 
Is said, will be usked also to discon¬ 
tinue the export of Iron ore and certain 
other material* to Oermanr. and this 
government. It is declared. Is determin¬ 
ed that no American cattle feeds shall 
he used by Holland so long ns dairy 
shipments continue to Hnd their way 
to the Central Powers.
